BOULANGISM. 


Naquet, the General’s Former 
' Admirer, Makes Further 
Revelations. 


The League With Monarchists 
and Their Contribution 
to the Fund. 


Bussin’s Iron Rule in the Baltic Provinces—

Paris, Oct. 18.— M. Naquet, who for a long 
time was one of Gen. Boulanger’s most 
trusted supporters, but who, at a recent 
sheeting of the constituency which he repre- 
sents in the Chamber of Deputies, announced 
that he had abandoned the General, has made 
further revelations regarding the iuside his- 
tory of the Boulangist movement. M. Naquet 
says that the resources of the Boulangist 
party having become exhausted through the 
extravagance of the General, the Royalists, 
who were secretly supporting the Boulangist 
movement, collected a fund amounting to 
5,000,000 francs, which it was their intention 
should be devoted to securing the election of 
Boulangist candidates for the Chamber of 
Deputies, Half of the fund was, according to 
M. Naquet, contributed by the Count of 
Paris. Of the whole amount giver by the 
Royalists, the Boulangist party secured only 
1,300,000 francs, the remainder being diverted 
by Gen. Boulanger from the uses to which the 
subscribers meant it should be applied. 


The Canadian Dyramiters. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 18.—In connection 
with reviving public interest in the exploits of 
Red Jim’’ McDermott and the Irish dyna- 
miters, it may not be amiss to mention that 
quite a little sensation was croated at the Pro- 
vincial Department at Quebec last week by 
the appearance of a young man in the garb of 
alavorer who declared that he knew who 
blew up the Parliament buildings at Quebeo 
in October, 1884, and that be was anxious to. 
warn the authorities against another attempt. 
Being sane and sober, he was admitted to the 
office of Commissioner of Public Works Gar- 
nea, who heard his story and sent him to the 
Police Magistrate, Judge Caveau, who also 
heard and took notes of histale. The young 
man said he was Adelard Filteau of St. 
Roumauld d“ Etehemin, 0 Village on 
the opposite shore of the St. Law- 
rence, a few Alles above Quebec, where 
he resides with Ais parents, when not pursu- 
ing his calling of a strolling acrobat. His 
tale was to the effect that about three weeks 
ago while at Beut de Lile, near Montreal, an- 
other young man in his employ named 
Alphouse Roberge, belonging to Three Rivers, 
who bas since cleared out, boasted to him 
that it was he who had blown up the Pariia- 
ment bulidings at Quebec, and that before the 
snow flew this winter he intendedto repeat 
the attempt, and to be more successful this 
time. Filteau said Roberge must have been 
about 16 years old when the Parliament build- 
ings were blown up, that he gave no reason to 
him for his alleged crime or for its intended 
repetition, and thathe, Filteau, was actuated 
merely by a wish to preventthe destruction 
ot a une building. He also states that both he 
and Roberge were sober at the time of the 
conversation. Filteau was dismissed with a 
promise that he would be sent for when re- 
quired. 


Russian Rule in the Baltic Provinces. 


Lorpoy, Oct. 18.—The irritation aroused in 
Russia by the cordial and closer relations be- 
tween Austria and Germany is being felt in its 
effects in the Baltic Provinces of the Russian 
Empire, where the Ozar’s ofgcers are making 
every effort tu stamp out the German senti- 
ment and substitute Russian for German edu- 
cation, both secular and religious. The latest 
move is to deprive the Lutheran pastors of 
their stipends, on the pretense that some of 
them ere guificiently loyal, throwing the pas- 
tors for support entirely on the contributions 
of their flocks and insuring the abandonment 
of many of the poorer and remote churches, 
where the congregations would be unwilling 
to support a minister among them. The Ger- 
man language is also prohibited on pupbiic 
sighs Over shops, and its teaching forbidden 
in the schools. One Lutheran pastor, named 
Grimm, having been twice convicted of re- 
flecting on the orthodox religion in his ser- 
mons, and now convicted a third time, has 
been sentenced to deportation for an indefi- 
nite period to Siberia. Notwithstanding ai) 
these measures the people continue strong in 
their German attachments. 


Will Boycett Russian Products. 


LONDON, Oct. 18.—The Russian Government 
is sending workmen ta various countries to 
obtain situations and pick up all the informa- 
tion they can that may be useful to Russian 
manutacturers and exporters.

MR. TODD’S CHIVALRY. 


This man was Mr. Charies Todd, one of the 
best known men in St. Louis. He was a warm 
friend of William Rose Hynes, the son of a 

ealtby land speculator, who at his death 
feft his property to his son. In 1871 Wm. 
Hynes removed to New York and shortly 

terwards took a trip to Europe. While on 
board the ocean steamer he 
became acquainted and s mitten 
With a young English girl named 


Mary Elizabeth Willis. The attraction was 
mutual and Hynes insisted on an immediate 
marriage. Miss Willis demurred but finally 
consented, and the ceremony was performed 
by the master of the vessel. Then to make 
Matters more sure the service was repeated 
in France by a minister, according to the 
laws of that country, snd within ten days of 
the ceremony on board the vessel 
the marriage was again performed accord- 
ing to the English laws, in Lon- 
don. The couple made their home 
fn London and in 1875 Mr. Hynes met with an 
accident which eaused his death. He sent for 
Die friend, Mr. Todd, and left in his care his 
widow andtwosons. Legal difficulties arose 
over the settlement of the estate, but with the 
assistance of her husband’s friend the young 
widow won her suit and came into the posses- 
sion of her property. 

The case is one of the most romantic which 
has ever come up in this city, and the 
story ds a very interesting one. Mrs. 
Herriman Clark, daughter of Mr. Todd, was 
geen this morning by a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, and told the story of her father’s con- 
nection with the case as follows:

A FATHER’S LOVE, 


Pathetic Incident at the Bellevue Hospital 
in New York Yesterday. 


NRW YORK, Oct. 18.—A man rushed past the 
guard at Bellevae Hospital gate yesterday, 
climbed the rough stone steps in desperate 
baste and when he reached Clerk Gleason’s 
desk wildly asked for a physician.

SHOT DEAD. 


The Fatal Result of a Drunken Man’s Fight 
With a Policeman, 


Prrrsrox, Pa., Oct. 18.—J. W. Davis, a ro- 
tired hotel keeper, was shot and almost in- 
stantly killed lastevening by Wm. Weathers, 
a night patrolman. Davis had been drinking 
and was quarrelseme, He had been sitting in 
the Windsor Hotel drinking with some friends 
when suddenly he arose and started out to the 
front. Near the sidewalk he encountered a 
man whose name is at present unknown and 


began to ridicule his personal appearance. 
The latter took offense and they had some hot 
words, which drew a crowd to the place. 
Police OMcer Weathers, on whose beat the 
scene was taking piace, heard the disturbance 
and hurried to the place. Upon 
arriving there he placed Davis under 
arrest and attempted to take him to the lock- 
up. The latter, hover. under the influence 
of drink, was obs'reperous, and refused to ac- 
company the officer. Davis was unusually 
large aod muscular, and the policeman find- 
ing that he was unable to take care of his man 
called upon one of the crowd, Wm. Williams 
by name, to assist. The latter came and to- 
gether they sticeeeded in dragging Davia 
along the walk nearly half a block until the 
Eagle Hotel was reached. Here during a 
slight relaxation of eare on the part of the 
oliceman, Davis drew from his pocket a 
arge heavy black jack’’ or billy and struck 
Weathers several severe blows on the head 
ana was following it up with others when the 
officer drew from his pocket a brace of 
pistols and leveling them at his prisoner, 
fired four shots in quick succession. 
As the last bullet was fired both men fell to 
the ground, Davis in a dying condition with 
two bulletsin his neck. He was carried into 
the hotel corridors, where in afew minutes 
he died. The policeman was unconscious 
when picked up and he, too, was taken into 
the hotel. A physician who examined hig 
wounds reported them to be very dangerous, 
and the probabilities are that he may die. 
Weathers has been on the force for several 
years. He is First Sergeant of Company C, 
Ninth Regiment National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania, and has always borne a good reputa- 
tion. He has a family. avis, the dead man, 
was also married, his wife being e member 
of one of the most highly respected and 
wealthiest families in town. Davis has of 
late been engaged in the buying and selling of 
coal lands.

trod unfiinebingly the flery furnace for the 
truth’s sake, who braved the den of lions for 
a areat principle, who have burned at the 
stake of public opinion for the noble right of 
advancement to the race. His justi- 
fication of the truth. 


a A GREAT CHARACTER. 

He was a man of Whom it was justiy said 
possessed that luminous instinct of common 
sense which the homely Socrates flashed upon 
the tangled questions of his day; a Judge to 
whom no legal sophistries could blunt the 
keen edge of bie judgment, and no fallacies 
curtained and cbscured for him the crystal 
clearness of thé simple truth. 

Even as the breadth of his mind compassed 
the full round of grave queations of State, so, 
toe, his tact and wit and quick apprehension 
ofttimes relieved the court from a strain 
which might have Vitiated the full force of the 
deliverance. 

And in this Instance, he exhibited the like 
rare quality of intuitive grasp. 

Comprehending thatthe situation was one of 
sore trial to me, and thatthe tide of emotion 
which was threatening my composure came 
not only frum his courage of conviction but 
from the knowledge that 1 apprehended in it, 
also, his gracefail act of recognition to his 
memory of aman whose uns elflsh devotion to 
his country and State, invested this appoint- 
ment of bis daughter with the un- 
usual but most deserved tribute 
to a lifeot unsullied integrity, he leaned 
forward with most cordialapproval on his 
smiling face, while the oath was being admin, 
istered, and at the close, with a graceful wave 
of his hand he placed all listeners en rapport 
with the eourtby saying, And now, Mis- 
tress Marshal, Ihope you will have no occa- 
sion to hang a man during your administra- 
tion ofoffice.’’ Inaprized letter to me, 
he says, while you were not permitted to fill 
out the full tenuré ot your father’s term, let 
us congratulate ourselves that we have estab- 
lisheda precedent which, sooner or later, 
must be récogniged by all.

The borers of the Sewer Department are en- 
countering a great deal of rock in Rock 
Springs, where borings are being made for 
13, 900 feet of district sewers in the new sewer 
district called Rock Springs District No. 1.

ALBERT WHITEFIELD KILLS GRANDISON 
JONES ON THE BATON ROUGE. 


The Shooting the Result ef a Grudge—Chas. 
Newton, a Bystander, Struck bya Stray 
Ballet—The Murderer Arrested and 
Leeked Up—His Statement. 


Shortiy before 1 o’clock this afternoon 
Albert Whitefield killed Grandison Jones, 
putting three bullets into his body. The 
shooting took place on board the steamer 
Baton Rouge, lying at the foot of Market 
atreet. Charles Newton was shot through the 
neck ‘by a stray bullet. Whitefield was ar- 
rested. 

All tire parties concerned in the affray are 
colored. Jones, it seems, was captain of the 
watch on the Baton Rouge and superintended 
the operations of the negro deckhands. 
He had quarreled with Whitefield about 
two weeks ugo while on a trip 
down the river. Im consequence of this 
Whitefield was discharged as soon as the beat 
tled up at St. Louls. He charged Jones with 
conspiring to throw him out of employment, 
and at the time is alleged to have made threats 
to get even with the man for his work. 

WITHOUT WARNING. 

Jones was at work onthe lower deck this 

afternoon handling freignt when Whitefield 


and another negro came up the gangplank on 
board. Whitefield wailkea forward to 
— Jones stood and commenc- 

to talk with him. Jones 

410 little attention to the man and continued 
pa work. Suddenly Whitefield wasseen to 
draw a rewvelver from his hip pocket. He 
at once opened fire on Jones, emptying 
the chambers in rapid succession. Assood as 
Jones realized his danger be, too, commenced 
to shoot. He had time to fire only three shots 
when he fell to the deck. 

At the first shot there was 
scattering the roustabouts at wets 
an the boat. Officers Cavanaugh, Tobin and 
McDuffy were in the vicinity and came up on 
arun. Atthat moment Whitefield ran down 
the gangplank to the shore and away up the 
Levee. The officers gave chase, 
and after running about three 
blocks succeeded in overhauling the fugitive.

was found to be unconscious and sinking fast. 
In less than five minutes he was a corpse. 
An examination of the remains showed that 
three of the five balla fired * 
Whitefield had taken effect in his victim’s 
body. One had passed through the heart, 
while two others had lodged in the abdomen. 
All three were necessarily fatal 
wounds. Another negro named Charles 
Newton was found to be suffering from 
a wound in the neck, having received A ball 
just above the left shoulder before he could 
conceai himself. It s not known which of 
the men fired the ball which struck the man. 
THE MURDERER CAPTURED. 
Whitefield was locked up at the Chestnut 
Street Police Statlon. He is only 20 
years old and works on the 
steamboats and wharis. Jones was 
a married man 4 years old who lived 
with his wife and children in the rear of 710 
Market street. His body was sent to the 
Morgue. Newton’s wound was dressed ut the 
dispensary. The man was then forwarded to 
ne City Hospital He is not dangerously 
urt. 
THE MURDERER IN THE HOSPITAL. 

When Whitefield was taken to the Chestnut 
Street Station he denied having sbot Jones 
and said he did not. know how it 
occurred. Officer MeGufy says . — 
has several witnesses who 
the fight and claims Jones shot at Whitefield 
three times. Whitefield then ran into him, 
threw up Jones’ arm, and placing a revoiver 
at his sſde, fired. The bullet tore through 
Jones coatand asmall memorandum book, 
and carried the cioth and paper into nis 
body. Jones was shot through the heart and 
died instantiv. A revolver was found on 
Whitefield with one chamber empty. He 
claims be took it from Jones, but the facts do 
not bear out hie story. The officers were about 
to lock Whitefiela up when they examined 
a dullet wound on his wrist and found the 
wrist bone had been broken by one of Jones’ 
shots. Whitefield was then sent to the City 
Hosp ital as a prisoner.

ON THE EVE OF A RIOT. 


A SERIOUS RACE WAR THREATENED AT 
NEW ORLEANS. 


— | 


Growing Out of the Assassination of Chief 
Hennessey—Kevelations Concerning the 
Murderous Sicilian Societies— Meeting of, 
the Committee of Safety—A Ship Load } 
of Italians Whe Will Net Be Permitted 
to Land, ° 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 18.—It seems certain 
that the city is on the eve of a bloody race 
riot. Not only has it been learned that 
Chief of Police Hennessey was murdered by 
the Mafia, one of the Sicilian *societies of this 
city, but the astounding revelation was made 
last night that the murderers had planned to 
kill a number of other officials. Public feel- 
ing is strongly against the Italian colony and 
the least thing would precipitate a riot. 

A steamship is now on her way up the river 
from Italy with over 800 immigrants en board, 
anda determination is expressed to prevent 
their landing. The police last night searched 
the residence of one of the men arrested for 
the murcerof Chief Hennessey and found a 
detailed plan to assassinate all city or State 
officers who acted counter to the wishes of the 
Mafia. The cause ofthe killing of Chief Hen- 
nessey dates back to last spring, when certain 
members of this society known as the 
Provinzanos gang waylaid and shot into a 
wagon load of rival Italians one night. The 
police secured enough evidence to convict 
the perpetrators of the attempted assasgina- 
tion, who were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. A new trial was granted, and it was 
set for next week. Chief Hennessey had pos- 
sessed himself of important information in 


regard to the workings of the Mafia, and it 
was believed that on thetrial of the case 
would expose the Inside workings of this band 
of ussassins. The possession of this knowl- 
edge and his avowed determination to break 

up the Mafla were without doubt the causes 
that led to his murder. 


The Committee of Safety. 


NEw ORLEANS, Oct. 18.—The Committee of 
Fifty, who comprise the leading men ef all 
professionsand business, will hold their first 
meeting to-night in the Council Chamber. 


In appointing the committee the Mayor ad- 
vises immediate and determined action to 
ferret out and to help to bring to 
justice the members of the murderous 
element in our midst, that strike 
down the chief executive of police and 
threaten representatives ofthe municipality 
for no other crime than deing their duty. 
Jos. Machesca and the other leading Italians 
against whom affidavits were made yesterday 
after the shooting and ~artial confession of 
Scoffidi, were arrested this morning charged 
with being accessories to the murder of 
Hennessy. 


Resolutions adopted. 


NW ORLEANS, Ot. 18.—At a special meeting 
ef the Council at noon, Mayor Shakespeare’s 
message was read denouncing in the most 
positive terms the murder by Sicilians through 


hired assassins. That terrible secret order 
exists in New Orleans, and that in this in- 
stancethe Chief of Police was assassinated 
for doing his duty in enforcing 
American laws; that any citizen 
performing his dutv or under any circum- 
stances creating enmity of these people had 
the dread sentence of death passed on him 
and carried out by assassins, who divulge 
nothing, say nething, know nothing. 
That the same leading Italians are 
at the head of these orders while a more 
peaceably inclined and not belonging thereto 
are blackmalled and threatened with death or 
obliged to leave the — if they do not comply. 
That this state of a * has gone on 22 
enough and must be stopped. 
Counell is called on to take Willa 
tive steps te drive, if necessary these 
people from the United States. Councilman 
Brittin offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, that the Mayor appoint a committee 
of fifty or mere, if he deem proper, to ther- 
oughly investigate these secret orders and 
report.
